Dear Hans: Altho I have so much to do that I hardly know where to 

start, I think it important to try to foint out to you where you are 
making a serious mistake in handling so/ie of the bidding in your 
auctions. Not for ray own sake as I am/fully capable of taking care 
of myself but because of the effect su dh actions mayIhave on your 
dealings with others who m 3 y want to h/ve you handle coins for them 
at auction. / 

FIRST: Let me say that 7 was naturally pleased with the 
OVERALL results of the auction Saturday. However, you have an idea 
that is entirely wrong about prices. 

SECOND: We spent many hours going over each lot and, 
after you agreed to wave any charge tor 'buy-backs” I agreed to give 
you ray cost on each Jot which you were to use as the MINIMUM at 
which each lot would be sold. There were a few exceptions where I 
agreed to let certain lots go for liss than cost but in each such 
case the reduced amount was noted in my copy of the catalogue and 
should have, in every case, been marked in yours. 

Never-the-less, in ra^ny cases you not only started 
the bidding at less than minimum price ( which was necessary and 
correct) BUT you actually socfid a great many lots for less than 
the agreed upon minimum price. Njw, I don’t know and can't tell 
until I get your statement which lots you actually bought back 
for me...but I do know the lits where you sold the lot; to a room 
bidder for less than the agreed \*pon minimum price. 

Now what worries me for your sake is that you seem to 
think that by selling the lot for less than my cost that you are 
doing some one a favor and that such a practice is admirable. Just 
the opposite is the case. Let /ne give you one specific example!? 

Look at lot 295- Ayrshire COST $100. You started bidding 
a c$50 and sold to Spink at $ 55 . From this I would get $55 ae»s 2($ 
or $44. My cost was $100 so I actually lose $ 56 . Now you will say 
Spink bought so much and in most cases at way over cost that I 
wanted to favor him. Don’t you realize that (g) Liddell was buying 
for a customer on commission so..you have reduced HIS commission, 

(b) you have reduced YOUR commission (c) you have actually lost ME 
$ 56 . The fact that Spink bought so much at good prices is fine but 
t has nothing whatsosever to do with good business practice. 


THIRD: If the only thing involved was the selling of 
some lots to Spink at less thancost I would have nothing to say. 
What I am complaining about is that you did this in some cases where 
you had no reason to favor the buyer and you only succeeded in 
causing me a loss and yourself a loss on commission. 

FOURTH: Skipping entltely any further mention of 
sales to Spink I definitely am not satisfied with the manner in 
which the following specific lots were handled:

If, 
for any reason KKS don't want to take the 
amount over the $ 190 , 000.00 at $ 150,000 it 
will be easy to pick out enough almost 
alike or minor varieties in enough cases not 
to hurt the collection. 

Your experience with a late 
visitor probably would shock you but would 
be right up my alley. 

I returned your coins. Most 
were Nepal and the majority are ’dogs'.Hope 
you didn't pay too much for them. If they 
came from the guy in India who advertises in 
the Numismatist you should have know long ago 
that he handles only junk. 

Will write Hearn on the tea brick 
Too early to decide on next 
series but you will get the big one..the 
Americas Mexico, Central & S. America. 

However, probably give you France, Spain, 
Portugal etc first. I am in no hurry.
